MR. PETER GALLANER, IPI DIRECTOR AND MR. BEEBE, MIAMI 
HERALD PUBLISHER, CHIEF SPOKESMEN FOR ANTI-UNESCO VIEWS, 

FEELING WORDING SUCH AS APPEARS IN THE NAIROBI DRAFT OF 
UNESCO POLICY REFERRING TO MEDIA BEING UNDER JURISDICTION 
OF STATES INVITES STATE CONTROL. BEEBE, CHAIRMAN OF THE 
WORLD PRESS FREEDOM COMMITTEE REFERRED TO OBSERVATION AT 
THE BOGOTA UNESCO MEETING THAT "COMMUNISTS AND LEFTISTS" 
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WERE WELL ADVANCED IN MOVES TO MUZZLE ALL MEDIA BY 
GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

ALTHOUGH MR. GALLINER ALSO CRITICISED THE THIRD WORLD 
MEDIA POOL IDEA, MR. SEAN MACBRIDE, PRESIDENT OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION INTO THE STUDY OF COMMUNICATIONS 
PROBLEMS SAID THAT THERE WAS SOMETHING TO BE SAID ON BOTH 
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SIDES, NOTING THE SHORTCOMINGS OF PRESENT NEWS SERVICES IN 
PROVIDING BALANCED/COMPLETE COVERAGE OF THIRD WORLD. 

MRS. ROSEMARY RIGHTER OF THE SUNDAY TIMES OF LONDON ALSO 
PRINCIPAL CRITIC OF UNESCO SAYING THAT THE MEDIA POLICY 
HAD BUILT-IN FAULTS THAT SHOULD CONCERN IPI: THAT THE STATE 
BECOMES ARBITER OF WHAT USES OF THE MEDIA BEST SERVED 
DEVELOPMENT, THAT FLOW OF NEWS SHOULD BE BASED ON RESPECT 
FOR SOVEREIGNTY AND CULTURAL DIVERSITY, AND THAT THE TOTAL 
APPROACH TO COMMUNICATIONS MERGES FUNCTIONS OF NEWS, 
EDUCATION AND INFORMATION, SHE ASSERTED THAT MOST UNESCO 
OFFICIALS FAVORED A GUIDED PRESS IN THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. 

GIVEN THE ATMOSPHERE AT ASSEMBLY OF REPEATED CHAMPIONING 
OF FREE PRESS. IT WAS NOT SURPRISING THAT THE DELEGATES 
FOUND IT EASY TO ADOPT A RESOLUTION DECRYING "POSSIBILITY'' 
THAT THE UNESCO POLICY DRAFTS COULD LEAD TO GOVERNMENT 
CONTROL OF THE MEDIA. OR ENDORSING CAMPAIGN TO INFORM 
GOVERNMENTS OF HARMFUL ELEMENTS IN PROPOSED UNESCO 
DECLARATIONS.
